The King paſſed. the Scheld at nine in the Evening, over another 
Brid ge, which had been made about half a League from Taurnay, on 
that Side next the Citadel; and was conſtrained to reſt for that Night, 
with the Dauphin, at a poor Houle in the Village of Calenne, and 
the whole Army was obliged to lye on Straw, ' 

The next Day being the 1oth, the King roſe at half an Hour 
Fan 3 in the Morning, and dined at 8: but having heard the Enemy 

ad not made any Motion, he did not mount his Horſe till half an Hour 
paſt 12, when he again went to examine their Situation, 

His Majeſty having advanced, as he had done the Evening before, 
even as far as the Enemy's advanced Guards, he was there Witneſs of 
a Skirmiſh between out irregular Troops and thoſe of the Enemy; 
after which he continued his Examination of their Camp, 

When his Majeſty was upon his Return, he ſaw ſeveral Foragers; 
who were returning to their Camp, upon an Alarm which had been 
given to the Right. At the ſame Time ſeveral Houſes were perceived 
to be on Fire before the Village of Fontenoy; which Houſes were or- 
dered to be burnt whenever the Enemy ſhould advance to attack the 
Village. This Circumſtance, which was by no Means an equivocal 
Signal, determined his Majeſty to order the Army under Arms imme- 
diately, which was done with the ry Diligence ; his Majeſty im- 
mediately putting himſelf at their Head, and the Count de Saxe at the 
fame Time ranging them in the following Order for Battle 
; Crillon's Brigade was placed upon the Edge of the Marſhes, which 
were on the right End of the Plain near Antoin. 3 
The three Redoubts being finiſhed, Betten g Brigade of Swiſs was 
placed in them. _

I be Ir:fþ Brigade occupied the Ground between the firſt Redoubt 
and the ſecond, their Left being extended as far as the Road to Gunzin. 
The ſecond Line was compoſed of the Royal Brigade, the Crown 
Brigade, and the Brigade of Normandy, &c. 

The Regiment D'Eu was placed in the two Redoubts | 
Behind this ſccond Line were placed fixty Squadrons in two Lines, 
which extended from Antoin as far as the Road to Mons. | 
The Marſhal de Saxe poſted the Houſhold Troops, the Gens d' Arms 
and the Carbincers, upon a Parallel with the ſecond Line; their Right 
alſo extending as far as the Roads to Mons, and their Left ſtretching out 
into the Plain, formed a kind of Body of Reſerve, 
We had one Hundred and ten Pieces of Cannon in the Villages and 
Redoabts, and in the Front of our firſt Line. | 
As the greateſt Part of the Enemy appeared in Sight, towards four 
in the Afternoon, and as they were not above a quarter of a

The Second compoſed of Infantry, march'd 
thro the Village of Yezon, and the Third over the Plain between Fon- 
tenoy and Antoin.

Now the fix Jriſb Rigments, ſuſtained by thoſe of Normandy and 
des Vaiſſeaux, being drawn up in one Line, march d cloſe up to the 
Enemy without firing, and put them in Confuſion, by puſhing them 
with their Bayonets fix d at the End of their Muſkets, whilſt the 
Carbineers charg'd them in Flank. 4 

In ſhort, our Artillery, which we cauſed to fire inceſſantly upon 


_ this Engliſh Infantry, began to put them in Diſorder ; and the Houſe- 


hold Troops charg'd them ſo briſkly and with ſuch Succeſs, that 
all the Valour of the Engliſb Commander was not able to hinder 
their being broken, and driven with a very conſiderable Loſs, quite 
off the Field of Battle, even as far as the little River of Veron. 
Duting this Attack, the Enemy being return'd on the Side of Autoin, 
form'd themſelves into two Lines compos'd of Infantiy and Cavalry, 
between the Redoubts occupied by Bettens and Crillon's Brigades. 
And one of their Battalions being cloſe to the Redoubt on the Right, 
was ſo roughly handled by the Fire of the Artillery from theſe Re- 
doubts only, that they retired in great Diſorder, and abandoned all 
their — which was taken by Crellon's Brigade, 

The Regiment of Engliſb Guards, with whom  Bankley was 
engag'd, muſt certainly have been almoſt intirely deſtroy'd. We took 
from them a Pair of Colours and two Pieces of heavy Cannon, which

noon. His Majeſty and the Dauphin did not in the leaſt regard the 


Danger they were in from the Fire of the Cannon, which. was fo 
very dangerous, that we were under more Concern for their Safety, 
than for the Succeſs of the Affair in general. The King in the 
"midſt of the greateſt Diſorders, and the utmoſt Dangers, - gave his 
Orders with the gugteſt Calmneſs; ſhew'd a Superiority of Courage, 
and an incomparable” Juſtneſs and Clearneſs in all his Commands, And 
it was only to be able himſelf to animate and rally his Troops that he 
ſhew'd fo Vivacity, In fine, it cannot be too often and too 
certainly afferted, that if this Day was a great Day for the Nation, 
it was ſtill a Thouſand Times greater for the Eternal perſonal Glory 


of his Majeſty.
